for a new trial were closed and he was 
sentenced by Judge Farrand to the 
penitentiary . 
NEW TRIAL O N ER R U LED . 
The jury found Dr. Stevens guilty 
of com m itting an abortion upon Alma 
B irnhart who died from the effects 
and upon this verdict he was sen­ 
tenced by Judge Farrand who over­ 
ruled the motion for a new trial after 
a bearing last Saturday and today . 
The Judge held the m atter over u n- 
til today to give the defense time to 
look up more decisions apply ing to the 


j point in argument, but no further de. 
clsions were offered today and the 
time was occupied in reviewing the 
authorities. 
RECEIVER HIS SENTENCE 
In sentencing Dr. Stevens to the 
penitentiary Judge Farrand 
stated 
th a t he believed substantial justice 
had been done, th a t tbe testimony 
was ample and th at he bad no doubt 
in his mind but what Dr. Stevens 
oommitted tbe act of abortion. Even 
though there was an error in not per 
m itting tbe question of the defense to 
the witness, Cly de Grove, in regard to 
his ex pectation of a lighter sentence it 
was an im m aterial error, if an error 
and would make no difference in the 
verdict. 
In cross ex amlng the witness Judge 
Farrand didn’t like the form of the 
question put by the defense and fram ­ 
ed a question which would make a 
good record, but the defense declined 
the question. 


TO SUPREM E COURT. 
The defense at once ordered a record 
of the case, which will be ready nex t 
Wednesday and will be subm itted to 
the supreme court of Illinois where a 
supersedeas will be issued and then 
the defendant will be entitled to be 
let out on bail again until tbe supreme 
court decides the case.

■cognizant w as the great R u ssian C har­ 
ity leagu e, betrayed six m onths earlier 
to a governm ent which has ever tu rned 
Its face against edu cation and enlight­ 
enm ent.

tive part, bu t he had given largely of 
bis great w ealth. 
T h at his nam e had 
figu red on the list of fam ilies sold for 
a vast su m of money to th e au thorities 
of the m inistry of the interior seemed 
all too su re.
